The history of Sydney soccer, already littered with breakaways and schisms, faces yet another crisis 
that could flare up into open warfare. 


There is a chance that by the 
weekend the five Sydney-based 
Philips League clubs may receive 
a stiff ultimatum from the ASF 
to re-affiliate into the NSW 
Federation or face sanctions. 

Last week’s scheduled meeting 
between the PSL clubs and the 
NSW Federation was scrapped 
suddenly. 5; 

The reason was that the PSL 
clubs — Marconi, Hakoah, St 
George, West and* Olympic — 
have failed to reply to the 15- 
point re-entry conditions of NSW. 

Some sort of a letter was draft- 
ed — but this managed to evade 
the issues. 

The main bone of contention 
is NSW's insistence that all PSL 
clubs, on their return, field three 
teams. 

Marconi and St George are the 
only ones prepared to comply with- 


° 
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this; the others are opposed on 
financial grounds. 

The PSL clubs also want some 
compromise on the NSW demand 
that they not only make players 
available for State teams — but 
that the same players be ineligible 
to play for their clubs up to four 
days before the game. 

This week will see a series of 
meetings to resolve the crisis. 

The five clubs will meet on their 
own, then next day with the PSL, 
to find a solution. 

But compromises on major is- 
sues are out: the NSW Federation 
is adamant that the clubs accept 
a set of conditions or won't be ac- 
cepted. 

Which, of course, will produce 
Sir Arthur George’s big stick and 
possible ultimatum. 

In the good old days, a likely 


Sydney reaction would have been 
the threat of a breakaway. 

But things have changed: they 
have nowhere to go. 


So it will be interesting to see 
how long the clubs can hold out 
against an earlier ASF instruction 
and NSW demands.
